ASTOR FORTUNE 


Widow Receives NewYork House 


and $5,000,000. 


$5,000,000 FOR DAUGHTER 


Mr*. Ava Willing Astor, HI« 
First 


Wife, Wat Not Mentioned — Other 


Bequests. 


The will of John Jacob Astor, dis­ 
posing of an estate valued roughly at 
$100,000,000, was summarized in Now 
York by Lewis Cass Ledyard, the law­ 
yer who drew it. 


Mr. Astor, following the example of 
his father and grandfather, did not 
split up his estate. He left• it almost 
intact to his son, William Vincent 
Astor, who is not yet twenty-one years 
of age. 
Not much more than $8,000,- 
000 can in any event be diverted from 
the main Astor line. Mrs. Ava Willing 
Astor, his first wife, was not men­ 
tioned. 


The bulk of the-ivill concerned the 
restrictions which will bind his exe­ 
cutors and the trustees of the Astor 
estate, 
James 
Roosevelt, 
Douglas^ 
Robinson, Nicholas Biddle and Vin­ 
cent Astor, who begins to serve as 
soon as he comes of age six months 
hence. 


The precise value of the estate was 
not mentioned. A man who has been 
familiar with Mr. Astor’s affairs said 
the value lies probably between $75, 
000,000 and $125,000,000. 


To his son William Vincent Astor he 
leaves outright all the lands personal 
property at Rhinebeck; the house and 
grounds at Newport, with all personal 
property therein; all the pectures and 
statuary left to him for life by his 
father’s will; all» his jewelry, wearing 
apparel, personal effects, yachts and 
boats. 


To,his widow, Madeline Force As­ 
tor, the town house and stables at the 
corner of Fifth avenue and Sixty-fifth 
street, together with the printed books, 
paintings, pictures, engravings, stat­ 
uary and all household effects, useful 
and ornamental; also a trust fund of 
$5,000,000, of which she is to receive 
the income. 
The house and stables, 
content« and income from the trust 
fund1 are to be hers during her lift-* 
and as long as sh>e remains his widow. 
Upon her death or remarriage all this 
property is bequeathed to the testa­ 
tor’s son, William Vincent Astor. 


The will in addition to this leaves 
the widow an outright legacy of $lo0,- 
000, payable 
immediately upon the 
testator’s death. 


These provisions for his widow, ac­ 
cording to the will, a’re made in'lie t, 
of dower and all other claims upon 
his estate, and until a trust* fund of 
$5,000,000 is set up the executors : re 
directed to pay to her an income a* 
the rate of $200,000 a year. 


A trust of $5,000,000 is created for 
the benefit of his daughter, Ava Alic^ 
Muriel Astor, and so much of the in­ 
come as the trustees shall determine 
to be proper is to be applied to he; 
maintenance and education during her 
minority. 
Upon attaining the age of 
tweiity-one years she is to receive 4h s 
fund with its accumulations absolut • 
ly. In case of her death and, in de­ 
fault of a will by her the fund rever s 
to William Vincent Astor, 


A trust fund of $3,000,000 is created 
for the benefit of cach child who ph 
survive the testator other than h s 
son, William Vincent Astor, and V,c 
daughter, Muriel, to be held In triis* 
for such child until attaining the 
of twenty-one years,

This is the gist of a report present 
ed to the general conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal church in Min 
neapolts, Minn., by the board of bish 
ops.

change, tihe twenty-four active bish 
ops stipulated that the church, how 
ever, should not be indifferent on these 
subjects, but that the people should be 
left to Judge for themselves what is 
right or wrong In amusements, har 
ing before thom only the injunction oi 
John Wesley, which forbid “the taldnp 
of such diversions as canaot be taken 
in the name of the Lord Jesus."

l a b o r EXCHANGES IN ENGLAND. 


On Fobruary 1 the system of labor 
exchanges instituted in England by 
act of Parliament had received a two 
years* trial, and tho results havo an 
interest in this country* where similar 
plans for bringing unemployed labor 
in touch with employers havo been 
agitated. 
There 
are now 
261 ex­ 
changes as compared with the 82 with 
which 
the 
experiment 
was begun. 
During 1910 notification of 458,943 va­ 
cancies was given by employers, of 
which 373,313 were filled by tho ex­ 
changes, and during 1911 these figures 
rose to 757,100 and 589,770, respec­ 
tively. 
In 1911 casual employment 
was provided through tho exchange* 
for 112,492 men and 12,812 women. 
Last year 64,901 vacancies wore filled 
by the transfer of applicants to dis­ 
tricts other than those in which they 
were registered. 
To facilitate this 
movement of labor from one part of 
tho country to another, an obstaclo 
to which in the case of women work­ 
ers is the lack of suitable lodgings, 
the suggestion is made of establish­ 
ing women’s hotels in connection with 
the exchanges. 
During 1911 the de­ 
mand for operatives exceeded the sup­ 
ply in the cotton, woolen and worsted 
trades, and in the case of women in 
the clothing trades and in the laundry 
work. 
One favorable outcome of the 
experiment is tho growing confidence 
shown by both employers and work­ 
men in tho system and the prospect 
of friendly co-operation in extending 
its scope.

WILL REMAIN IDLE 


INftn Gave 10 Per Cent Increase, But 
Abolished the Sliding Scale, Which 
Also Increased Pay» 


The anthracite miners* representa- 
Uvea in conference in New York wi.h 
the operators turned down the peace 
plan submitted by the sub-committee 
•f the operators and miners to settle 
¿be controversy over the question of 
Increased wages and other questions 
In the anthracite region. 


The committee of ten union officials 
¿was 
opposed to the wage 
increase 
proposition, which 
nominally would 
advance the pay of the workers 10 
per cent, but in reality only meant 
•bout 5 Ms per cent, because the sliding 
aoale was to be abolished. 


The 
conference of operators and 
workers, which was expected by the 
•ub-committee to take favorable action 
upon the agreement, adjourned subject 
I# the call of the chairman. It was an­ 
nounced that the suspension of work 
throughout the anthracite fields would 
continue. 


The operators approved the tenta­ 
tive proposition reported by the sub­ 
committee of four union officials and 
tour operators. There is consequently 
another breach between the miners 
and operators, and the joint session, 
over which George F. Baer presided, 
ended in another deadlock. The oper­ 
ators proposed no conciliatory plans, 
but stated they would meet the union 
officials at any time in the iuture the 
latter suggest, 


A representative of the operators 
made announcement publicly of the 
l>reach. 
He said the operators* com 
xnitttee of 
ten favored the projects 
proposed by the sub-committee, but 
th at the miners’ committtee of ten de­ 
clined to ratify it. 


“Nothing was accomplished at the 
•ession,M he added, “and adjournment 
was taken subject to a request of the 
mine workers for another meeting.” 


By refusing to ratify the plan pro­ 
posed, the committee of ten union of­ 
ficials turned down plans that had 
been prepared by four of their num­ 
ber, serving on the sub-committee ol 
eight. The report submittted was au­ 
thorized by John P. White, president 
of the United Mine Workers of Amer­ 
ica; John T. Dempsey, John Fahy and 
Thomas Kennedy, the three district 
presidents, representing the entire an­ 
thracite regions of Pennsylvania. They 
had served on the sub-committtee writh 
four operators, who also had agreed 
to the plan. 


No date, It was 
said, has 
been 
agreed upon for a future conference 
of the two committees. The member* 
of the operators' committtee who had 
signed 
the 
sub-committee's 
report 
were S. D. Warriner, W. J. Richards, 
R. A. Phillips and Morris Williams. 


The miners’ officials have analyzed 
the proposition to increase wages 10 
per cent, and calculate that in reality 
the advance would be only about 5% 
per cent, because the plans involve 
abolition of the sliding scale, which 
during the past year netted the min­ 
ers 4% per cent in premiums. 


A 10 per cent increase would mean 
an addition of $9,000,000 to the pay 
envelopes this year. 


Cutting out the sliding scale, it is 
estimated that the nominal 10 per 
cent increase in wages would meau 
only about $5,000,000 more a year, or 
6% per cent increase. 


40,000 New Graves to Decorate.

These facts are included in the gen 
eral order for Memorial Day observ­ 
ance which has been issued from the 
headquarters of the Grand Army of 
the Republic. 


The live-minute pause for "to re­ 
member" will be observed throughout 
the country at the same moment and 
all Grand Army veterans will stand 
with uncovered heads while the bells 
are being tolled» 


In closing the order sets forth: That 
the posts making arrangements asso 
d ate with them Women’s Relief Corps. 
Sons of Veterans, Ladies of the Grand 
Army of the Republic and the Daugh­ 
ters of Veterans, and Invite all other 
patriotic societies, especially the vol­ 
unteers of the Spanish W ar and the 
Philippine insurrection, to take part in 
the celebration of the day. 


It is further ordered that as a part 
of the public exercises bells be tolled 
from 12 to 12.05 o'clock, that flags be 
placed at half-mast and that comrades 
stand with uncovered heads while the 
bells are tolling.

Railroad Firemen Present Demands. 
The firemen employed on the east 
ern railroads have followed the ex­ 
ample of the engineers and made a 
demand for an increase in pay. 


This is what the railroad managers 
expected would happen. 
Now they 
are waiting for the trainmen, conduc­ 
tors and other Bailroad employes tc 
step forward and ask for more money. 
The differences between the railroads 
and the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers have been left to a board ol 
arbitration to adjust. 


As the railroad managers figured it 
out, the demands of the firemen, il 
granted, would mean a yearly increase 
of between $25,000,000 and $30,000,000 
to the expenses of the railroads. The 
engineers asked for about $8,000,000. 


Among other things the firemen asl< 
in addition to more pay is that there 
shall be an assistant fireman on coai 
burning freight locomotives. They also 
ask to be relieved of cleaning engines. 
In substance these are the demands oi 
the firemen. 


There are 14,600 engineers employed 
in the freight service of the railroads 
affected, and the managers figured that 
at $2.50 a day for an assistant fireman 
on each freight train the salary list? 
of the railroads would jump over $10,- 
000,000 a year from this item alone 


With nearly all of the returns from 
Baltimore city in and sufficient reports 
from all parts of the state, the indica­ 
tions are strong that Colonel Roose­ 
velt and Champ Clark will be the 
choice of the Maryland delegates in 
the Republican and Democratic na 
tlonal conventions respectively. 


The vote was cast by legislative di?*- 
tricts for delegates to the state con­ 
vention.

Taft. 


Roosevelt has also carried Baltimore 
county and most of the western Ma* y 
land counties, while Taft's strength 
has been mostly on the eastern shore.

Tho Story of a Duel. 


In his “Dueling Stories of tbo Six­ 
teenth Century” Brantomc, a French 
writer, says that two French captains, 
though old friends, foil out and fought. 
Ono of them was disabled. “Tho oth­ 
er, being untouched, observed: ‘There, 
that’s enough for old friends like us. 
You’d better go and attend to your 
wounds.’ To this tho vanquished ono 
replied: ‘Well, you might as well do a 
bit more for mo. 
Just pretend to be 
wounded and wear your arm in a sling 
for a day or two, so that I needn't be 
considered disgraced nor any question 
of that come up when they want to rec­ 
oncile us—that is, if I survive/ 
And 
tho victorious friend smeared some of 
the other’s blood on his arm and went 
about saying that he was wounded, but 
it was a mere nothing, and he only 
wished his friend were tho same. Tho 
latter recovered with some difficulty, 
and they wero afterward as good 
friends as before.’' 


English Prison Pits. 


Prison pits wore vaults in which 
criminals in England were kept at 
night, chained together. 
Thero was 
one at Bristol which was in uso as 
late as 1815 
Down eighteen steps, it 
was only seventeen feet in diameter 
by nine feet high, and seventeen mon 
were consigned to it every night 
Even moro typical was Warwick Jail 
pit, which was occupied at least until 
1707. 
It was an octagonal dungeon 
twenty-one feet in diameter and al­ 
most nineteen foot underground. 
In 
the middle was a cesspool, and beside 
it ran a stream of water which served 
the prisoners for drinking purposes. 
To this awful cell forty-two men wero 
consigned every afternoon at 8:45, to 
remain there until after daylight tho 
following morning. 
The Inmates had 
to sleep on their sides, and their Jailer 
never visited them without guarding 
himself with an antidote against sick­ 
ness. 


Tho Devil's Tower. 


In a government bulletin describing 
the geology and water resources of the 
Black Hills of South Dakota and Wyo­ 
ming Mr. N. II. Darton describes tho 
Imposing mass of igneous rock known 
as tho Devil’s tower. Rising 000 feet 
above the surrounding country, tho 
shaft is one of the most conspicuous 
natural objects in the Black Hills re­ 
gion. 
Its nearly perpendicular sides 
are fluted by great rock columns, some 
of which are six feet in diameter. The 
tower Is situated on the west bank of 
the Belle Fourclie river, south of Hu- 
lett, Wyo., and is one of several bold 
buttes left by erosion in the northern 
Black Hills. 
In the opinion of some 
geologists Devil’s tower is connected 
with lower strata by an underlying 
vent

The Qreet Sibérien Refrigerator* 
To appreciate tho severity of the cli­ 
mate of northern Siberia it la only nec­ 
essary to understand the practical pur­ 
poses it is made to serre. The entire 
country is used as a refrigerator for 
tho preserving of article« of fooC One 
day a traveler, dining at Tomak on a 
plump fowl, asked how long the bird 
had been killed.

A Curious Speolee of Birda. 


Among the curious birds of the Bast 
Indies is a species that is nearly ex­ 
tinct 
These birds always travel in 
pairs that are hardly ever separated. 
The boak of tho male Is short and 
strong, while that of the female is fine, 
long and curved. Tho male’s work la 
to break with his strong bill the tough 
bark of trees in order that his mate 
may introduce her pointed beak into 
tho holes dug into tho trunk by insects 
and so extract food. When tho male 
detects an “insect haunt” ho lays it 
bare, and tho female pulls forth the 
prey with hor beak, divides it in two. 
gives tho male his portion and eats the 
other, continuing the process until both 
havo had enough. 
Consequently the 
death of one or tho other means star­ 
vation to tho survivor, tho female be­ 
ing unablo to break tho bark of trees 
and the male to take out the prey 
when its presence is exposed. 


"Hard" Drinking Water. 


Many persons havo long believed that 
it is injurious to the health to drink 
“hard” water. Medical authorities now 
assert that there Is no foundation for 
tho belief, and some maintain that hard 
water is even superior to soft water 
for drinking purposes. They point out 
tho fact that ordinary food contains a 
great deal more lime than is to be 
found in oven a larger quantity of wa­ 
ter than any one would be likely to 
drink. 
Gout is said to occur alike 
among thos< who do and those who do 
not drink hard water. According to tho 
statistics quoted in tho London Engl 
neer, the death rate in “hard water 
towns” is actually less than in “soft 
water towns.” It is also the fact that 
most of the natural waters that have 
proved valuable in treating diseases at­ 
tributed to the drinking of hard water 
themselves contain no small proportion 
of lime salts. 


Bothering a Duelist. 


Brantomc, a French author, in “Duel­ 
ing Stories of tho Sixteenth Century/’ 
tells of tho code then in vogue. It was 
allowed in tho challenge to stipulate as 
many different weapons as one pleas­ 
ed without specifying the particular 
ones with which one would actually 
light. 
Tho antagonist was bound to 
provide himself with all. Ono duelist 
insisted “on the provision of no less 
than thirty different kinds of arma­ 
ment, for foot and horseback; nay, he 
even specified the kind of horse- 
coursers, blood horses from Spain and 
Turkey, thoroughbreds, cobs, some in 
harness with ears and tail clipped, 
some saddled in jennet style, some 
with heavy plated armor and so on 
Tho object was not only to take his 
adversary by surprise, but to put him 
to enormous expense and exhaust his 
resources.”

Such is the theory at which Dr, Ma* 
rie of Villejuif, the chief physician of 
the Assises de la Seine, Paris, Franoe, 
and his assistant, Dr. MacAuliffe, have 
arrived, after careful study of the dis­ 
tinctive features of 200 murderers of 
French nationality. One hundred and 
five of these unhappy men were de­ 
cidedly 
tall, forty-nine 
were 
about 
middle height and only forty-six were 
of short stature. 


According to these savants, murder*, 
ers have not grown in harmonious 
proportions. 
They have undergone a 
general dilatation, bearing on every 
part of the body 
except 
the 
bust, 
which has developed In a transversal 
and not in a longitudinal direction. 
Murderers, as a m atter of fact, usu- 
ally belong to the muscular and the 
digestive 
types, 
so 
it 
is 
natural 
enough that they should be recruited 
among the large appetites served by 
double muscles. 
As man kills chiefly 
to obtain food, It Is natural that this 
instinct 
should 
predominate among 
large eaters. 
Of course this remark 
does not apply to strong men blessed 
with healthy appetites, as 
a class, 
since a well-trained athlete is a credit 
to the race, but a badly brought up 
and ill-fed athlete will be found, not 
in sporting competitions, but in a cor­ 
ner of a wood or a street bent on* mis­ 
chief. 


“He Is,“ these 
savants 
conclude, 
“the shame, the terror of his breth­ 
ren. 
Nature means him to be noble 
and fine. 
He now incarnates the ne­ 
gation of nature, and that blasphemy 
against the common origin—the frat­ 
ricide, the parricide, the murderer." 


So, it may be remarked, if there is 
any real foundation for this startling 
theory, It is the interest of a commu­ 
nity to feed up poor lads who evince 
an abnormal disposition to grow very 
big and strong, as if they are left to 
rough it they may develop murderous 
instincts. 
These two authorities, by 
the way, dispute the rather general 
idea that m urderers have large hands, 
as they declare that while the space 
between the thorax and the shoulder 
is often unusually broad, the arms are 
not of exaggerated length, and the 
size of the hands is equally moderate.

Other 
Bequests. 


The ^vill of John Jacob Astor, dis- 
posing of an estate valued roughly at 
$100,000,000, was summarized In Now 
York by Lewis Cass Ledyard, the law- 
yer who drew it. 


Mr. Astor, following the example of 
his father and grandfather, did not 
split up his estate. 
He left-It almost 
Intaot to his son, William 
Vincent 
Astor, who is not yet twenty-one years 
of age. 
Not much more than $8.000.- 
000 can in any event be diverted from 
the main Astor line. Mrs. Ava Willing 
Astor, his first wife, was not men- 
tioned. 


The bulk of the-^ill concerned the 
restrictions wliioh will bind his exe- 
cutors and the trustees of the Astor 
estate, 
James 
Roosevelt, 
Douglas^ 
Robinson, Nicholas Biddle and Vin- 
cent Astor, who begins to serve as 
soon as he comes of age six months 
hence. 


The precise value of the estate was 
not mentioned. 
A man who has been 
familiar M'ith Mr. Astor's affairs said 
the value lies probably between $75, 
000.000 and $125.000,000. 


To his son William Vincent Astor he 
leaves outright all the lands personal 
property at Rhinebeck; the house and 
grounds at Newport, with all personal 
property therein; all the pectures and 
statuary left to him for life by his 
father's will; all* his Jewelry, wearing 
apparel, personal effects, yachts and 
boats. 


To,his widow, Madeline Force As- 
tor, the town house and stables at the 
corner of Fiith avenue and Sixty-fifth 
street, together with the printed books, 
paintings, pictures, engravings, 
stat- 
uary and all household effects, useful 
and ornamental; also a trust fund of 
$5,000,000, of which she is to receivo 
the income. 
The house and stables, 
content« and Income from tlie trust 
fund^ are to be hers during her lilV 
and as long as ish,e remains his widow. 
Upon her death or remarriage all tkis 
property is bequeathed to the testa- 
tor's son, William Vincent Astor. 


The will in addition to this leaves 
the "widow an outright legacy of $1(JO,-

l&creased wages and other questions 
1ft the anthracite region. 


The committee of ten union ofQcials 
nms 
opposed to the wage 
increase 
proposition, which 
nominally 
would 
Advance the pay of the workers 10 
yer cent, but in reality only meant 
•bout 
per cent, because the allding 
•oaJe was to be abolished. 


The 
conference of operators and 
workers, which was expected by tho 
•ub-committee to take favorable action 
upon the agreement, adjourned subject 
the call of the chairman. It was an* 
Bounced that the suspension of work 
throughout the anthracite fields would 
continue. 


The operators approved the tenta- 
tlTe proposition reported by the sub- 
oommittee of four union officials and 
four operators. There is consequently 
another breach between the miners 
and operators, and the Joint session, 
over which George F. Baer presided, 
ended in another deadlock. Tho oper- 
ators proposed no conciliatory plans, 
but stated they would meet the union 
officials at any time in the future the 
latter suggest, 


A representative of the operators 
made announcement publicly of the 
breach. 
He said tho operators' com- 
mltttee of ten favored the projects 
proposed by the sub-committee, but 
that the miners' committtee of ten de- 
clined to ratify It. 


"Nothing was accomplished a t the 
•esfiion," he added, "and adjournment 
was taken subject to a request of the 
mine workers for another meeting." 


By refusing to ratify the plan pro- 
posed, the committee of ten union of* 
licialB turnad down plans that 
had 
been prepared by four of their num- 
ber, serving on the sub-committee ol 
eight. The report submittted was au- 
thorized by John P. White, president 
of the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica; John T. Dempsey, John Fahy and 
Thomas Kennedy, the three 
district 
presidents, representing the entire an- 
thracite regions of Pennsylvania. They 
had served on the sub-committtee with 
four operators, who also had agreed 
to the plan. 


No date, it was 
said, has been 
agireed upon for a future conference 
of the two committees. The members 
of the operators' committtee who had 
signed 
the sub-committee's 
report 
were S. D. Warriner. W. J. Richards, 
R. A. Phillips and Morris Williams. 


The miners' officials have analyzed 
the proposition to increase wages 10 
per cent, and calculate that in reality 
the advance would be only about 
per cent, because the plans Involve 
abolition of the sliding scale, which 
during the past year netted the min- 
ers 
per cent in premiums. 


A 10 per cent increase would mean 
an addition of $9.000,000 to the pay 
envelopes this year. 


Cutting out the sliding scale, it is 
estimated 
that the nominal 10 per 
cent increase in wages would meau 
only about |5,000.000 more a year, ur 
per cent increase.

Railroad Firemen Present Demands, 
The firemen employed on the east 
ern railroads have followed the ex- 
ample of the engineers and made a 
demand for an increase In pay. 


This is what the railroad managers 
expected would happen.

English Priion Pit«. 
Prison pits wore vaults In which 
criminals in England were kept at 
night, chained together. 
There was 
one a t Bristol which was in use as 
late OS 1815 
Down eighteen steps, It 
was only seventeen feet in diameter 
by nine feet high, and seventeen men 
were 
consigned to it every 
night 
Even moro typical was "Warwick jail 
pit, which was occupied at least until 
1707. It was an octagonal dungeon 
twenty-one feet in diameter and al- 
most nineteen feet underground. In 
tho middle was a cesspool, and besido 
it ran a stream of water which served 
the prisoners for drinking purposes. 
To this awful cell fortj^-two men wero 
consigned every afternoon at 8:45, to 
remain there until after daylight tho^ 
following morning. 
The inmates had 
to sleep on their sides, and their Jailer 
never visited them without guarding 
himself with an antidote against sick- 
ness. 


Tho Devil's Tower- 


In a govei'nment bulletin describing 
the geology and water resources of tho 
Black mils of South Dakota and Wyo- 
ming Mr. N. n . Dartou describes the 
Imposing mass of Igneous rock known 
as the Devil's tower. 
Rising 000 feet 
above the surrounding 
country, tho 
shaft is ono of tho most conspicuous 
natural objects in the Black Hills re- 
gion. 
Its nearly perpendicular sides 
are fluted by great rock columns, some 
of which are six feet in diameter. The 
tower Is situated on the west bank of 
the Belle Fourche river, south of Hu- 
lett, Wyo., and Is t)no of several bold 
buttes left by erosion In the northern 
Black Hills.

and the male to take out the prey 
when its presence is exposed. 


"Hard" Drinking Water. 


Many persons have long believed thst 
it is injurious to tho health to drink 
"hard" water. Medical authLoritlee now 
assert that there Is no foundation for 
tho belief, and some maintain that hard 
water is even superior to soft water 
for drinking purposes. 
They point out 
tho fact that ordinary food contains a 
great deal more lime than is to be 
found in oven a larger quantity of wa- 
ter than any one would bo likely to 
drink. 
Gout is said to occur alike 
among thost who do and those who do 
not drhik hard water. According to tho 
statistics quoted in the London Engl 
noer, the death rate in "hard water 
towns" Is actually less than in ''soft 
water towns." It is also tho fact that 
most of the natural waters that have 
proved valuable in treating diseases at- 
tributed to the drinking of hard water 
themselves contain no small prof»ortlon 
of limo salts.

Reed was taken from his cell 
at 10 o'clock, and at 10,05 the drop fell. 

Sheriff 
George Walker was in charge of the exe- 
cution, which was the first in the county 
in 33 years. 
Reed's body was taken to 
Mont Alto for burial. 


J. Percy Weiser, one of the best known 
reaidents of the East End, York, was 
found in an unconscious condition Thürs 
day morning about 4:30 o'clock lying on 
the floor of the bathroom of his residence. 
The room was filled with gas, the poison- 
ous vapor flowing from the burner on the 
wall, which made it evident that Weiser 
had attempted suicide.

yer, but Thursday morning he sent the 
attorney a note, telling him he could push 
the suit, 
Fox displayed great nerve in 
choking himself to d^^ath, as he could 
have reach up with his hands at any time 
during the death struggle and released 
himself. He was found dead by his broth* 
er.

A tall, strongly built man, with 
h 
long and broad head, is more predes- 
tined to crime than other people if 
he is not In comfortable circumstances. 
Such Is the theory at which Dr. Ma- 
rie of Vlllejuif, the chief physician of 
the Assises de la Seine, Paris, France, 
and his assistant, Dr, MacAullffe, have 
arrived, after careful study of the dis- 
tinctive features of 200 murderers of 
French nationality. 
One hundred and 
five of these unhappy men were de- 
cidedly 
tall, forty-nine 
were 
about 
middle height and only forty-six were 
of short stature. 


According to these savants, murder-, 
ers have not grown in 
harmonious 
proportions. 
They have undergone a 
general dilatation, bearing on every 
part of the body 
except 
tho 
bust, 
which has developed in a transversal 
and not in a longitudinal 
direction. 
Murderers, as a matter of fact, usu- 
ally belong to the muscular and 
the 
digestive 
types, 
so 
It 
is 
natural 
enough that they should bo recruited 
among the large api>etltes served by 
double muscles. 
As man kills chiefly 
to obtain food. It is natural that this 
instinct 
should 
predominate 
among 
large eaters. 
Of course this remark 
does not apply to strong men blessed 
with healthy appetites, 
as 
a 
class, 
since a well-trained athlete is a credit 
to the race, but a badly brought up 
and ill-fed athlete will be found, not 
in sporting competitions, but In a cor- 
ner of a wood or a street bent on-mis- 
chief. 


"He 
Is," these 
savants 
conclude, 
"the shame, the terror of his breth- 
ren. 
Nature means him to be noble 
and fine. He now incarnates the ne- 
gation of nature, and that blasphemy 
against the common origin—tho frat- 
ricide, the parricide, the murderer." 


So, It may be remarked, if there is 
any real foundation for this startling 
theory, It is the interest of a commu- 
nity to feed up poor lads who evince 
an abnormal disposition to grow very 
big and strong, as If they are left to 
rough It they may develop murderous 
instincts. 
These two authorities, by 
the way, dispute the rather general 
idea that murderers have large hands, 
as they declare that while the space
